THE LIGHTING OF “PERIOD” INTERIORS

mentioned the close relation that the arrangement 

of a lighting equipment should bear to the architec- 
tural design. Too much emphasis cannot be given to 
a principle so fundamental. It seems perhaps unneces- 
sary to repeat the truisms that art makes its appeal sole- 
ly through the channels of sense—to what it appeals 
and why it appeals being, of course, another question, 
and that the perception of the aesthetic ideal embodied 
in an architectural composition, depending, as it does on 
the visual sense, demands an appropriate and carefully 
studied relation of effects in light and shade. Reduced 
to its simplest terms, the sensuous aspect of beauty in 
architecture is a matter of the grouping of light values, 
excepting, perhaps, those purely spacial and geometric

characters depending for their perception on eye paral 
lax and other muscular reflexes; but even then the re- 
flex is itself induced by the arrangement of. the light 
stimulus. Beauty itself is, however, an essentially ideal 
and subjective characteristic of mental activity, and 
cannot be adequately defined purely in terms of its ob- 
jective sensuous and perceptual characters. While we 
may for our particular purposes employ the classifica- 
tion of arts formulated by Hartmann, we must remem- 
ber that the real distinction between the arts so grouped 
as “visual” is rather a matter of ideals than of sensa- 
tions, and that such a classification eventually breaks 
down under a deeper going analysis. We must also re- 
member that while our point of view is that of the be- 
holder in whom the ideal is aroused by his sensations,

in actual artistic production the ideal and sensuous as- 
pects of beauty are one. 

It is then evident that if the artist’s embodied concep- 
tion is to be properly translated into just the correct 
visual sensations that will arouse in the beholder the 
particular feeling the artist is attempting to convey, the 
means whereby these sensations are aroused must be 
exactly suited to the particular case. The ideal content 
attainable will be strictly limited by its sensuous vehicle 
whether this vehicle be sound or light, and hence no 
artificial restraint that will in any way interfere with 
or block off the required sensations should be imposed. 

We do not desire to go very deeply into the philoso- 
phy of the matter, but enough must be said to indicate 
the importance of the fundamental principle from which 
our discussion starts. This principle is not a prin- 
ciple of engineering, although engineering principles 
can without doubt aid us materially in achieving the 
desired end. The value of a knowledge of and in- 
genuity in applying the physical laws of light and the 
value of a knowledge of the character and limitations 
(chiefly the limitations) of available light sources is, 
however, of importance in enabling us to obtain results 
that will free the architect from the shackles of pre- 
cedent by making wider the range over which he can 
find a satisfactory vehicle for expression. 

However, habit and its artistic parallel—precedent, 
is fortunately a restraining influence so powerful that 
the evolution of style is usually a matter of slow growth, 
and this is particularly true in architecture, which lacks 
the freedom of the more imaginative arts of painting, 
music, and poetry, being entrameled in such contribu- 
tory factors as custom, utility and structural limitations. 

The fundamental forms of construction on which all 
architecture is based are the same to-day that they were 
in prehistoric ages and are predetermined once for all 
by the laws of statics. The method of embodying these 
laws may, however, change from time to time as the 
number of available materials is increased, and as the 
facilities for handling and forming such materials are 
improved. But whatever the type of construction em- 
ployed, if the completed work is to satisfy the funda- 
mental sense of beauty its parts must bear certain rela- 
tions to each other imposed by the laws of proportion, 
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and the character of this harmony of parts can only be 
set forth in certain ways by the use of ornament and 
decoration. There naturally results from this a number 
of relatively fixed styles of ornamental treatment that, 
experience has shown to be best illustrative of the prin- 
ciples of construction involved considering the conditions 
under which the construction is seen. That such styles 
>£ ornament have more or less detached from the char- 
acter of construction about which they developed, and 
are used as a sort of screen to hide the results of the 
often aesthetically impossible demands imposed by mod- 
ern notions of economy and utility, does not invalidate 
the statement as to their origin. As a matter of fact, 
much ornament is so bound up with constructive types 
that the desire to employ it for its decorative value has 
compelled the use of a purely fictive construction over- 
lying the real construction. These types of architec- 
tural treatment are few in number, but have been given 
various interpretations principally by the intermixture 
of details typical of certain localities or of different 
times. For reasons that need not be entered into here, 
these modifications of types have been employed rather 
constantly through longer or shorter periods of time, 
so that it is possible to roughly mark off the evolution 
(often devolution) of style into so-called “periods” and 
to characterize designs typical of such “periods” as 
‘period designs.” It is the principles inherent in such 
‘period designs” as applied to interiors that we shall 
discuss with a view of determining the proper character 
and distribution of artificial lighting required to set 
them forth in the best possible way. 

In order to cut short what might easily develop into 
an endless analysis of forms of ornament, we shall em- 
ploy the “case method”—that is, we shall use one spe- 
cific case illustrative of each of several styles and thus 
outline the method of procedure, which, in view of what 
has been said above, is involved in all cases. But be- 
fore we take up the first case we must pay some further 
attention to the important factor of appropriateness, 
and in this connection we shall state once for all that 
we shall have nothing to do with the use to which the 
particular room is put. That a designer has the poor 
taste to treat a ballroom after the style of some historic 
interior designed as a waiting room does not interest 
us. We can only point out the chances that either his

ball room will be very ill-lighted or its architectural 
character will be largely lost. We must also emphasize 
the fact that the value of engineering ability in dealing 
with the general problem will lie principally in the power 
which such knowledge gives us to avoid the mistaken 
use of illumination that is, in any sense of the word, 
scientific or modern. Science will be useful only in 
helping us to avoid anachronisms and in designing light- 
ing devices in which the essential character of modern 
light sources will be successfully concealed. We must 
generally act the lie in details for the sake of the larger 
truth—that is, a truth only from the point of view of 
the design. 

It was pointed out above that in artistic produc 
tion the ideal and the sensation must be one. This is true 
of all good architectural design, and, therefore, as we 
stated in a previous article, the design should be con- 
ceived as a whole and embodied as a whole. Unity must 
be its fundamental keynote. The designer in effect, en- 
visages his ideal with relation to all its surrotinditigs 
and such relations are, properly speaking, integral parts 
of this ideal. Now this envisaged ideal is ipso facto, 
seen, and must therefore be conceived as lighted. The 
designer must then, in seeking to embody this ideal con- 
struction in objective form work out its details with 
relation to the light by which others will see it. There 
results from this that the finest historic types of orna- 
mental treatment have been modelled with regard to the 
character of light available in the location or age where 
or when they were developed, and to subject such de- 
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signs to a light for which they are not primarily suited 
is almost certain to result in a loss of character, a fact 
that must be carefully borne in mind when arranging 
the artificial illumination of what we have above called 
“period interiors.” From this it follows, as a corollary, 
that the entire subject must be approached from the his- 
torical view point. We must thoroughly familiarize 
ourselves with the means and methods employed in 
arlier times. But, at the same time we must remember 
that a mere knowledge of historic work can be of very 
little help unless this knowledge is accompanied by a 
clear appreciation of the motive underlying the design— 
this motive is always a keen feeling for artistic appro- 
priateness, and the consistency in design resulting there- 
from is far more important than purity in period. 
Therefore, while this paper must of necessity confine 
itself to examples of relatively pure period design, it 
must be borne in mind that no period is pure except the 
classic from which all really good design has drawn its 
incentive, and that while the classic is still fundamental 
it has become overlaid with such a multitude of varia- 
tions, that it will generally be necessary to depart quite 
widely from any general rules for lighting laid down 
with reference to the classic alone, although such rules 
are in truth fundamental and are subject to variation 
only so far as the design itself is a variation. It thus 
comes about that we are confronted to-day with an 
aesthetic problem of great complexity. The mixture of 
mixed periods which many architects of undoubted abil- 
ity employ often demands a great amount of ingenuity

in determining upon a consistent lighting scheme. 
The common use of the classical orders to embellish 
the plane structural surfaces of interiors is a case in 
point where the structural motif of the order and its 
characteristic ornamentation are so inseparably blended 
that the use of the latter in its purity compels a fictitious 
use of the former. Sometimes the attempt is made to 
incorporate such ornament in a design dependent on a 
different type of construction. This use of ornament 
always gives it the appearance of being applied— 
stuck on to the construction, so to speak, as a sort 
of after thought. With regard to the lighting of 
purely classic interiors, we must remember that 
the cornice forms, friezes, caps, columns, etc., were 
designed absolutely with regard to the kind of light 
by which they would be seen when used as the 
designer intended. The beholder would always be 
below and the light strike down from above—either 
from the open sky or through the apertures pro- 
vided in the roof. Horizontal projections would, there- 
fore, always be shaded on the lower side, and all deco- 
ration was designed with this point in view. 
Fillets and mouldings were carefully disposed 
so as to obtain the best shadow effects, and 
delicate and ingenious modifications were made 
in the sections of echinii, tori, etc., to meet dif- 
ferences in light values, such as would be 
found, for instance, between the exterior and 
interior of temples. And all exterior work 
was designed with reference to the clear, 
bright atmosphere of Attica and Sicily. 
When we proceed to the problem of prop- 
erly lighting an interior treated in the pure 
classical style we see at once that hanging 
light sources and brackets of any kind consid- 
ered as elements in the composition are almost 
certain to appear unessential, although they 
may be very beautiful in themselves. It does 
not seem necessary, therefore, to continue 
their use in view of the possibility of introduc- 
ing more harmonious and suitable lighting ar- 
rangements through the agency of modern 
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illuminants and modern illuminating methods. 
Of course these remarks do not apply to what 
might perhaps be called the domestic classic. 
Here fixtures are essential and the design 
should be such that it will not be distorted by 
the primary requirement of utilitarian illum- 
ination, which, however, need not lack in 
beauty because it fulfills a want not immediate- 
ly connected with the decorative treatment. 

It is largely because the architect fails to 
look upon his design as anything more than a 
composition that we find so many examples of 
hopeless conflict between the practical require- 
ments of the lighting and the architectural 
treatment—a conflict that is entirely unneces- 
sary. 

In interiors whose decoration is purely classi- 
cal the light should come from the ceiling at 
some fairly sharp angle and must be dis- 
tributed something like sunlight or the light 
from an open roof aperture. The diffusion 
must not be excessive or the fine values of shadows will 
be lost. The color of the light should, of course, be 
suited to the general tone of the treatment. The inten- 
sity should be sufficient to give clear shadows, but not 
strong enough to be blinding. 

An example of a room of this type is shown in Fig. 
1—the “Doric Room” in the recently completed Masonic 
Temple, designed by Mr. H. P. Knowles. The ceiling 
is composed of glass panels set between plaster soffits, 
the lamps being disposed above the glass, which is of 
a character producing just the right diffusion of light 
and is slightly amber in color. The light, therefore, 
strikes down along the walls of the room, the resultant 
intensity being probably about forty-five degrees from 
the horizontal. The shadows are clearly defined, al- 
though transparent. 

The room is also provided with lighting devices, con- 
sisting of alabaster bowls suspended from the ceiling. 
While these fixtures may be necessary in a purely 
utilitarian sense, the light they give decidedly detracts 
from the character of the design as a whole. They are 
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between the beholder and the room. They blind him 
to its beauty, and largely annul the fine shadow values 
produced by the light from the ceiling. 

In Fig. 2 is shown the “Egyptian Room” from the 
same building. Here we require the mystery of soft 
lights searching between the columns, nor can we have 
any great brilliancy if the vivid coloring is not to be 
over emphasized. Blue lamps in reflectors have been 
placed above and behind the columns producing the ef- 
fect of distant daylight entering through the temple 
portals. Here, again, the ceiling has been used to pro- 
duce a soft diffused light that seems to magnify the scale 
of the design and harmonizes the color treatment in- 
tended to be seen under just such conditions. In the 
old temples of Isis shadows were massed and almost 
opaque in the general gloom. Details were dependent 
for emphasis solely on color, and color was used with 
a lavish hand. 

So much for interiors taking their cue from the re- 
ligious architecture of ante-Christian days. These are 
exceptions. We shall generally be called upon to study 
the palatial and domestic architecture of more recent 
times. 

The lighting of Gothic interiors of a certain type has 
already been studied in a previous article. There was 
no domestic lighting worthy of the name, nor, indeed, 
was there a domestic Gothic architecture that one 
would care to employ in modern buildings until the

Elizabethan had its rise in the XVI century. Here we 
have many interesting examples of interiors, but still no 
examples of adequate lighting. The character of this 
period, like all Gothic, has a certain sombre strength, 
but is fast leaving behind the rudeness and largely the 
characteristic beauty of the early periods. It is grad- 
ually taking on a lighter and less sturdy tone brought 
across from France. Indeed, it is to France that we 
must go to find the first real solution of the lighting 
problem. A solution brought about by the evening 


_ gaieties of the court at Fontainbleau and later at Ver- 


sailles—the times of Francis I and the later Louis. 

In Fig. 3 is shown the Galerie Henry II at the Palace 
of Fontainbleau. One can easily imagine this interior 
treated in the modern fashion—perhaps with clustered 
lamps in rosettes applied to the square members of the 
ceiling soffits or in octagonal groups within the re- 
cesses, thus blinding the eye to the beauty of one of 
the distinctive features of the room. The practical eye 
might even pick out Primaticcio’s vigorous decorations 
in the spandrils of the side wall arches as worthy of 
especial notice—even demand some form of reflecting 
device designed to light them as a picture gallery, for- 
getting that these are but a part of a single harmonious 
ideal, no factor of which should receive undue prom- 
inence. 

Note the position of the bracket lights properly ac- 
centing the division line between the principal horizontal 
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masses. In Fig. 4, as a comparison, note that the plane 
established by the fixtures is awkwardly low., By this 
slight error the heavy mass of the room is thrown above, 
and the room loses much of its dignity. The chandeliers 
in Fig. 3, hung so as not to obstruct the view, also serve 
to carry the eye across the alcove recesses and maintain 
the continuity of the wall surface. The fixtures them- 
selves are evidently an integral part of the entire design 
and serve withal to produce an illumination quite as 
beautiful as the room itself; efficient measured by the 
pleasure it gives the beholder and useful because it en- 
ables him to thoroughly appreciate the perfection of 
the composition. 

Now look at Fig. 5. Here, in the same building con- 
taining the interior illustrated in Fig. 3, we find a row 
of chandeliers disposed along the central axis of the 
room. The heavy decorations of the walls have, so to 
speak, driven the fixtures into the open. The ceiling 
here, being quite low and therefore light in construc- 
tion, is not so active a factor in the design, and can, 
therefore, receive the weight of the fixtures which nat- 
urally become an element in its treatment and partake 
more of its character than of the decorative character 
ot the side wall. Here side wall brackets would be en- 
tirely impossible. In order that they might fit well in 
their environment their artistic weight would have to be 
so great that the balance of the composition would be 
destroyed. 

While we are on the subject of appropriateness in 
fixture design, let us look at Fig. 6—the Throne Room 
in Buckingham Palace. Apart from any consideration 
of the artistic merits of the room itself, it is obvious 
that the fixtures are not only of the wrong design, but 
are also too bulky and, what is more, there are too 
many of them. They are not a part of the design of 
the ceiling, nor do they “fit” with the style of the deco- 
rations, which are heavy and sombre. 

In Fig. 7, on the other hand, we have the prismatic 
chandelier properly used. It carries the bright tone of 
the room and adds its sparkling brilliancy to the brilliant 
execution of the decorations. See how ingenious is 
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the arrangement for the play of light 
through reflection in the mirrors!) And 
talking of mirrors, note the endless reces- 
sion of brilliants in Fig. 8, where double 
mirrors across three rooms carry the eye 
almost to infinity. No crystals that would 
be dead against the unresponsive wall sur- 
face, be it observed, are used on the side 
brackets. With the exception of those 
illustrated in Fig. 4 and Fig. 6 the in- 
teriors shown illustrate perfect harmony 
of design and lighting. In each case the 
fixtures are a part of the treatment and 
are arranged and located with careful re- 
gard both to the purpose which the rooms 
were intended to serve and to the propor- 
tions and decorations. The decoration 
and ornamentation are so conceived and 
executed that the lighting will set them 
forth to the best advantage. 

Of course, we can find many cases 
among historic interiors where the desire 
to employ certain forms of treatment overweighed 
the better judgment of the architect with a_re- 
sulting loss of effect due to the impossibility of 
obtaining suitable illumination. There are also many 
instances of interiors, used but little when artificial 
light is necessary, whose design caters absolutely to day- 
light illumination. It often requires a keen vistial con- 
ception on the part of the architect to enable him to 
adapt his design to both forms of light, which generally 
differ so widely from each other both in character and 
direction. Indeed, it is often wise if not necessary to 
frankly treat a room so as to obtain an effect at night 
quite different from that obtained during the day time. 
This requires that much attention be given to the char- 
acter of treatment and to the location of fixtures if the 
effect under artificial light is not to prove unfortunate. 
Certain forms of ornament demanding definite shadows 
must be carefully studied so as to avoid their use. This 
is particularly the case with many plane cornice forms 
which may appear absolutely flat if the shadows are lost 
or even much diminished. Rich detail decoration or 
suitable tinting can often be used to correct such de- 
fects. A simple half round moulding, for instance, en- 
tirely depends for its effect on gradation of shadows. 
If this shadow is lost, the egg and dart or some equiva- 
lent ornamentation may serve to correct the defect by 
bringing out a series of finer shadows, and so re-estab- 
lish the line of the moulding in a different manner, 

There is also a psychological effect of much import- 
ance that requires careful consideration. It is a nat- 
ural demand—often an unconscious demand—to see and 
visually grasp the sense of the design. If the treat- 
ment depends for its expression on a clear perception 
of fine detail—such as is shown, for instance, in Fig. 
7. the eye will naturally feel the need of sufficient light 
to enable it to readily see each item going to make up 
the composition, and if this need is not met there re- 
sults a sense of unbalance that demands attention and 
arouses a conscious effort incompatible with the feeling 
of repose characteristic of the sense of beauty.

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HE problem of selecting the best site and scheme 

for the contemplated New York County Court 
House is one presenting difficulties which appear in 
every way commensurate with its importance. But 
while there may be reasonable differences of opinion 
as to what might be termed “the correct solution,” it is 
gratifying to observe public opinion in general fast 
approaching a point where there will be no advocates 
of the use of City Hall Park or any part of it to pro- 
vide a site for future buildings. After the subject has 
received careful study it seems to be conceded that the 
parks of this city are intended for use of all the people 
and not for the enjoyment, convenience or profit of 
special or class interests. The fact that during the 
hearing held to consider this matter and throughout 
the discussion which has followed, practically the only 
champions of the plan to invade the park belonging 
to the special interests to be served, if any, cannot have 
failed to attract notice. The further fact that these 
advocates were neither numerous, nor conspicuous for 
their broad knowledge of the many questions and con- 
siderations involved was equally noticeable. On the 
other hand the further invasion and spoilation of this 
beautiful park has been opposed by the New York 
Chapter of the American Institute of Architects, every 
civic organization, every art society, every body of 
men and the majority of individuals whose training 
and experience qualify them to speak intelligently on 
the subject, and whose only possible interest is the 
preservation of the city’s beautiful parks and buildings 
and a proper provision for present and future civic 
development. Under these circumstances we are prob- 
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ably safe in assuming that the new building will be 
located elsewhere than in the park, and the problem of 
selecting the wisest plan based on utilizing contigu- 
ous property is the one which now confronts us. If 
sufficient time is given for study and full opportunity 
is allowed for the presentation and consideration of 
every meritorious suggestion, we feel confident the 
plan that gains final approval will be one providing for 
an ultimate group of buildings and environment in 
keeping with the dignity and importance of the metrop- 
olis of the Western Hemisphere. 


HAT greater attention than was formerly accorded 
is now being bestowed by many architects in 
this country upon the subject of specification writing 
is evident to anyone occupying a position in which 
he has occasion to scrutinize the instruments emanat- 
ing from a number of architects’ offices. The old-time 
indefinite forms have now practically passed. It is no 
longer common to find a girder or beam specified “of 
sufficient strength to carry the load,” and such phrases 
as “the material furnished shall be good and sufficient 
and of a character to meet the approval of the archi- 
tect” are not of frequent occurrence in modern specifi- 
cations. They have been eliminated as not sufficiently 
definite to insure satisfactory results under present con- 
ditions. In fact, specifications are fast becoming specific, 
and the commendable tendency to call for certain mate- 
rials, devices or equipment by name is marked. To our 
minds this is in the nature of a distinct advance in the 
art of building. When an architect has, from experi- 
ment, investigation or experience, become convinced that 
a certain material or equipment is superior to others for 
a certain position or use, it appears utterly puerile to 
resort to a statement of the results anticipated, or to 
go into a long general description of the thing required, 
or even to call for the desired article “or equal ap- 
proved.” It is simply inviting annoyance and trouble 
that could be avoided, to the undoubted advantage of 
both client and architect. 


MONG the many evidences that are to be noted, 
pointing to a revival of interest and activity in 
the architectural development of cities located in the 
Southern States, we call attention to the forthcoming 
exhibition to be held in Atlanta, Ga., from May 2 to 
May 11, under the joint auspices of the local chapter 
of The American Institute of Architects and a newly 
organized Architectural Arts League. It is proposed to 
make the exhibition sufficiently broad in character to 
include not only architectural subjects but also exhibits 
belonging to the principal arts allied with architecture. 
That the project will result in much good in any case 
there can be no question, and the only thing necessary 
to make it an epoch-marking event in the architectural 
development of the South is the full and hearty co- 
operation of the architects not only in the South but 
throughout the country. In the interest of good archi- 
tecture and art in general we bespeak this co-operation.

On the other hand the overlighting of a simple in- 
terior is quite as disturbing as the underlighting of an 
elaborate interior, assuming the general tone to be the 
same in both cases. Thus in Fig. 7 and in Fig. 9 we 
have two interiors of light tint. In Fig. 9 there is a 
slightly deeper tone due to the darker furniture and 
floor and the colored wall decoration. But in this in- 
terior we have an example of exceedingly simple orna- 
mentation that requires but a low general intensity of 
illumination to adequately set it off. The fireplace with 
its flanking windows constitutes the principle decorative 
feature of the composition and here we require a slight 
accent accomplished by the candelabra so shaded as not 
to blind the eye of the beholder. The walls being 
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In Fig. 10, which shows an interior in the same period 
as that shown in Fig. 9, but much more elaborate, we 
find wall brackets attached to the fluted pilasters. Per- 
haps some modified form might have been given to 
these members so that the fixtures would have a more 
permanent appearance. In this example the propor- 
tions are such that the ceiling can be given a decorative 
treatment sufficiently heavy to warrant the use of the 
large chandelier, which forms the principal light source 
and around which the entire composition centers. The 
light from this fixture is directed largely upward so 
that the ceiling forms a secondary source that maintains 
proper shadow relations in the carved caps and cornice. 
Otherwise these shadows would be entirely upset by the 
light from the wall brackets. The delicacy of the detail

treated with flat colored decorations, do not require the 
fine shadow effects demanded in the case of Fig. 7. 
Furthermore, the coloring of the wall paper has been 
so selected that it will take its proper place in the de- 
sign without the necessity of introducing an illumination 
too bright for the ornamental features of the cornice 
and simple window casements. Notice also the form 
of the corner mould where the planes of the wall and 
ceiling intersect. It is designed to impress itself on the 
beholder in spite of the diffusion of the general illumina- 
tion. No ceiling fixture of chandelier breaks the unity 
of the design by attachment to the plane ceiling sur- 
face which could not be treated to receive such a fixture 
without outweighing the rest of the interior. Since 
there are no suitable features to which side wall brackets 
can be attached none have been used. The light is ob- 
tained entirely from free-standing devices. 


is such as to require a fairly high degree of light in- 
tensity, yet at the same time the tone of the design is 
soft and quiet and should not be over lighted. 

It might seem that the darker the tone of the room 
the more light would be required, but as a matter of 
fact it is generally quite the reverse. Dark interiors are 
usually restful in treatment and are, or should be, em- 
ployed for purposes where a great flood of light is 
needed. In such cases ornament is probably bold in 
execution so as to contrast itself with dark massed 
shadows, or else is omitted altogether, leaving the ex- 
pression of beauty to a clear marking of proportions by 
massed light and shade. 

Perhaps we can sum up our subject by saying that 
an interior is properly designed when it can be lighted 
in such a way that it may be fully appreciated and 
still perfectly fulfill its intended purpose.

COMPETITIONS 


The State of Virginia has, through her legislature, 
resolved to erect an appropriate monument on the 
battlefield of Gettysburg in commemoration of the 
Virginia troops who participated in the engagement of 
the 1st, 2d, and 3d of July, 1863; and by authority 
duly conferred, a Commission has been appointed by 
the Governor of the State to select and recommend a 
design for said memorial. The Commission has 
reached the conclusion that Spangler Woods, the point 
from which General Lee observed the famed charge 
upon Cemetery Ridge, is a proper site for a monument 
to the Virginia troops, and they hereby invite artists, 
sculptors and architects to submit models for such 
monument in accordance with the following sugges- 
tions : 

It is the determination of the Virginia Commission 
that this memorial shall be a record of all the Virginia 
troops engaged in the battles at Gettysburg, and it is 
desired that the design shall be of a form to accom- 
flish this paramount purpose. The Commission re- 
quests plans for a monument surmounted by an eques- 
trian figure of General Robert E. Lee, and plans with- 
out such equestrian figure, but effective in achieving 
the object of the intended tribute. The minimum 
height of figure and pedestal, drawing or model, must 
not be less than 24 inches. The names of the design- 
ers of the models must not be affixed to the designs, 
but some device or cipher must be used, a duplicate of 
which, bearing the name of the artist, must be for- 
warded in sealed envelope to the Governor of Virginia, 
as chairman of Virginia Commission, to be opened 
only after the award is made. The design must em- 
body both pedestal and figure, and estimates must in- 
clude foundation and inscription. In case of drawings 
alone being submitted, both figure and pedestal will 


be required, and in the event of the acceptance of a 
model, it must be presented in the round for the con- 
sideration of the Commission. The cost of the monu- 
ment must be within the sum of fifty thousand dollars. 
All designs must reach the Governor in Richmond on 
or before the 18th day of January, 1910. 

The Commission reserves the right to reject all 
models if none are satisfactory.

This building was the home of the noted Georgian Statesman, George Walton 
one of the signers of the Declaration of Independeace. George Washington 
was a guest at Meadow Garden for 3 days in 1791.

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CURRENT NEWS 


ART AND MATHEMATICS 

The discussion which followed the reading of Pro- 
fessor Hamlin’s paper on “Architectural Education in 
America,” before the R. I. B. A., brought out some in- 
teresting divergencies of opinion on the perennial sub- 
ject of the education of the architect. Mr. T. G. Jack- 
son expressed the somewhat unorthodox view that gen- 
eral culture is by no means a primary necessity for suc- 
cess in the profession of architecture. He contended 
that the artist is born, not made, and that no amount of 
learning could supply natural deficiency. That is obvi- 
ously true enough as far as it goes; but the schools that 
are powerless to create genius are surely incapable of 
quenching it. Superlative genius is so rare that we 
cannot legislate for it, and so forceful that we need not. 
Yet surely genius has its degrees, in types, and its tem- 
peraments, and what would stimulate one type might 
stifle another ; and we would gently hint that the some- 
what outworn nascitur non fit theory may be easily 
pushed too far. Mr. Reginald Blomfield, on the other 
hand, confessed to a preference for the man of general 
culture—a view that has been consistently supported 
in these pages. Several of the speakers confessed— 
perhaps with a dangerous approach towards “the pride 
that apes humility’—to a lack of the higher mathe- 
matics. But would Wren have been a better architect 
if he had been a born mathematician? Professor 
Hamlin, in reply, vindicated very thoroughly the system 
of instruction that he had described. The two years’ 
liberal education, he contended, was a necessary ad- 
junct to the general equipment of the architect. The 
preliminary course, he contended, was contributory to 
the actual study of architecture; and in this sense it 
was an essential factor in the scholarly development of 
an enduring art. The necessity for mathematical train- 
ing is doubtless greater in America than in this country, 
and we must admit that Mr. Jackson hit upon a truth 
when he hinted that there is certainly some disparity be- 
tween the artistic and the mechanical mind, Wren’s 
rather rare case notwithstanding. It seems probable 
that, in this country, in view of the growing adoption of 
American systems of construction, the American system 
of architectural education may be very profitably stud- 
ied and we are very grateful to Professor Hamlin for 
the exposition of it that he has so clearly set before 
us.—Builders’ Journal (London).

COMPETITIONS 
THE FuLton MONUMENT AWARD 

The names of the ten successful competitors in the 
preliminary competition for the Water-Gate and Fulton 
Memorial, which is to be erected in Riverside Drive, 
between 114th and 116th streets, New York, were an- 
nounced in our issue of January 12th, 1910. 

The jury of award consisted of two architects, 
Thomas Hastings and George B. Post; two laymen, 
Robert Fulton Cutting and Isaac Guggenheim, and 
L. C. Holden as advisory architect. 

Each of the ten successful competitors is to receive 
a prize of $500. 

These ten will be required to submit their final and 
enlarged designs to the Board on March 1, and the final 
award will be made a few days later. The winner of the 
competition will receive a prize of $3,000, and the other 
four of the five final selections will receive respectively, 
$2,000, $1,500, $1,000, and $500. It is planned to give 
soon after the final award an exhibition of all the sixty- 
two designs, as, in the opinion of the committee, they 
are the most remarkable set of drawings ever submitted 
for an artistic competition in America. 

Mr. Thomas Hastings, of the jury, is quoted as say- 
ing: 

“T have been on many juries in this country and 
Europe for twenty years, and I have never seen any- 
thing approaching the high character shown in these 
designs. The conditions of the contest called for the 
best talent in this country. I do not believe any other 
country in the world, with the possible exception of 
France—and I am not sure of that—could make a 
higher showing in the best standards of art than has 
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been done by the sixty-two competitors who entered 
this contest. It marks a great step forward in the art 
development of America.” 

Mr. Hastings called attention to the fact that with 
one exception all of the successful ten in this pre- 
liminary competition are Beaux Arts graduates, and 
have all accomplished high-class work. 

Tue PrirtspBuRGH ARCHITECTURAL CLUB COMPETITION 

The Pittsburgh Architectural Club, which holds its 
fifth annual exhibition at Carnegie Institute next month, 
is inviting anyone so inclined to enter the club’s com- 
petition in the designing of a concrete house and garage. 
Cash prizes are offered as follows: First prize, $250; 
second prize, $100; third and fourth prizes, $50 each, 
and fifth and sixth prizes, $25 each, with honorable men- 
tion for designs coming close to prize winners. The com- 
petition committee of the club is composed of C. A. 
MacClure, Benno Janssen and Edward B. Lee, the latter 
being secretary and from whom all prospective com- 
petitors can secure full information. The jury of awards 
will be Edward Stotz, Henry Hornbostal, Henry Mc- 
Goodwin, J. Beatty Orth and D. E. Allison. No fee is 
charged entrants in the competition, the prizes being 
made possible through the liberality of the Universal 
Portland Cement Company of Pittsburgh. The com- 
petition is simply an educational one.

BOOK NOTE 


THE Lives OF THE BRITISH ARCHITECTS FROM WILLIAM 
oF WYKEHAM TO SiR WILLIAM CHAMBERS, by E. 
Beresford Chancellor ; 335 pp. ; size, 5 x 7% inches; 
full cloth; illustrated. Price, $2, net; New York: 
Charles Scribner’s Sons; London: Duckworth & 
Co. 

In the preparation of this very interesting work, Mr. 
Chancellor has placed the architectural profession every- 
where, in his debt. The period covered, from Wyke- 
ham’s birth in 1324, to the death in 1796 of Sir William 
Chambers, includes Inigo Jones, and his celébrated 
pupil, John Webb; Sir Christopher Wren, Vanbrugh, 
John Vardy, Robert Morris and the brothers Adam, 
together with other men, whose names though less fa- 
miliar to the general reader, have by their work set the 
impress of their individuality on English architecture. 

While a biography of the various architects, the book 
treats the subjects contemporaneously, and shows the 
transition of the profession in English, from that of the 
master builder to the high place in the arts that archi- 
tecture occupies to-day. Anent the signing of buildings, 
about which much has appeared in the architectural 
press, it would appear that this was a much-to-be-de- 
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sired custom as long ago as Wykeham’s time, for the 
author states in his initial chapter, treating of Wykeham 
and his predecessors : 

“There is a well-known story told in connection with 
Wykeham’s work at Windsor. It is said that on one of 
the walls of the castle, Wykeham had caused to be cut the 
words “Hoc fecit Wykeham.” The king’s attention was 
drawn to these words, and thinking, perhaps that they 
denoted too much vainglory in the architect, he com- 
plained to him about the circumstance, and showed that 
he resented it, whereupon Wykeham is said to have re- 
plied that the words were not intended to indicate 
“Wykeham made this,” but that “This made Wykeham.” 
This is an inverted reading that might possibly apply 
to many modern instances.

GRACE EPISCOPAL CHURCH WILL TRY A NOVEL EXPERI- 
MENT SHORTLY 


New York will soon have an open-air pulpit, the only 
one of its kind in the United States. Such an addition 
to Grace Episcopal Church, Tenth Street and Broadway, 
is being built. It is rapidly nearing completion. In 
large cities of England, where much outdoor preaching 
is done, there are many outdoor pulpits. The Grace 
Church pulpit will be at the end of the chantry, on the 
Tenth Street side, and it will project into the new gar- 
den now being made by the corporation. 

Both the open-air pulpit and the entrance are gifts, 
and they correspond in architectural designs. Each is 
being built of Vermont white marble and will be elabo- 
rately carved. 


Tue Perry Memoria At Put-1n-Bay. STRUCTURE TO 
SeRVE AS Licut-House, CoNSERVATORY AND 
WIRELESS STATION 


Magnificent in its proportions are the plans for the 
erection of a fitting memorial upon Put-In-Bay Island in 
Lake Erie to commemorate the centennial anniversary 
of the famous battle of 1813, won by Commodore Oliver 
Hazard Perry. The State of Ohio already has taken 
steps to celebrate that victory, and other States have fol- 
lowed the example by appointing commissions to work 
in conjunction with the Ohio representatives. 

The plans embrace the foundation upon the island of 
a structure that will at once be a lighthouse, a wireless 
telegraph station, a meteorological observatory and a 
life-saving station. As it is planned it will cost $1,250,- 
000. At this session of Congress the United States 
will be asked to appropriate $250,000. The State of 
Ohio will be asked to give $125,000 to $150,000. The 
remainder is to be made up from appropriations from 
New York, Pennsylvania, Indiana, Michigan, Illinois, 
Wisconsin and Minnesota, all of which border upon the 
Great Lakes. 

The utilitarian features are expected to recommend 
it to those who will object to devoting such a large sum 
to the construction of a mere monument. At the same 
it will be highly useful, as the plans for the lighthouse 
contemplate a structure 375 feet in height. Such a 
beacon would be visible for many miles, and would 
render unnecessary the support of lighthouses now 
maintained along the Lake Erie southern coast. The 
wireless plant could be made the central station for the 
lake region, a thing of inestimable value to shipping in- 
terests.— Exchange. 


Boties’ COLLECTION TO METROPOLITAN MuUSEUM 


Through the liberality of Mrs. Russell Sage, the 
Metropolitan Museum of Art has received as a gift 
the whole of the famous collection of American furni- 
ture and the allied arts formed during the last 25 
years by H. Eugene Bolles of Boston. The collection 
numbers more than 600 pieces. The value of the col- 
lection, which embraces a period dating from the ear- 


liest settlements in New England to the first quarter of 
the 19th century, is put at upward of $100,000, although 
it probably could not be duplicated for five times this 
amount. A number of pieces in the collection were 
loaned by Mr. Bolles to the recent Hudson-Fulton me- 
morial exhibition at the museum. 


PLANS FOR NATIONAL PARK AT NIAGARA APPROVED BY 
SECRETARY DICKINSON 


In the report of the committee of landscape archi- 

tects recommending the creation of a national park at 
Niagara Falls, which was transmitted to Congress re- 
cently with the favorable endorsement of Secretary of 
War Dickinson, much detail concerning the commit- 
tee’s plan is given. 
* The committee urges that a strip of property be ac- 
quired by the United States connecting with the State 
reservation at one end and extending the whole length 
of the Gorge, embracing the Talus, the cliff and a tract 
of land not less than 100 yards wide to be converted 
into a national reservation. By additional legislation 
and agreements with the Canadian Government the di- 
version of water for power purposes should be kept in 
such limits that the impressiveness of the cataract shall 
not be diminished. 


A New Beaux-Arts ATELIER

HaNnby Man’s WorKsSHoPp AND LABORATORY. Com- 
piled and edited by A. Russell Bond. 467 pp;

Readers of the Scientific American who have read in 
the issues of that valuable technical journal the weekly 
column devoted to the interest of the handy man, will, 
we are sure, be glad to have in a compact form the many 
suggestions and original ideas that are grouped in this 
volume. 

To those not familiar with these, it may be well to 
state that this book in the hands of the man who wants 
to know how to do things easily and well, is a library 
of practical suggestion.

The contention of the author of this work is that it 
is practical in its method of presentation. This may 
be said to apply more directly to the plates which pre- 
sent in a way readily understandable the anatomy of 
lettering. As this knowledge is absolutely necessary to 
a correct practice of lettering, the work may be said to 
fulfill its purpose. 

The text, however, while thorough, is somewhat ele- 
mental, and contains much matter as to tools and their 
use that will not, we believe, present anything new to 
the architect and the practical draughtsman.

UNIVERSITY OF PENNSYLVANIA, IT IS REPORTED, WILL 
Soon Erect a Buitpinc To House its ARCHI- 
TECTURAL SCHOOL 

An architectural building is probably the next new 
structure that will be added to the University of Penn- 
sylvania’s plant of 70-odd buildings, according to a well- 
founded rumor. The architectural school, founded in 
1890, has been housed ever since on the fourth floor 
of College Hall. The department at present, with stu- 
dents from all parts of the Union and from seven foreign 
countries, is badly crowded. Architecture students and 
alumni have been petitioning the trustees to erect an 
adequate building for years. 

Provost Charles C. Harrison is enthusiastic over the 
idea. “We shall not be wholly contented,” he said,

Art Girts To British Nation. Dr. Monp’s CoLiec- 
TION OF OLD ITALIAN MASTERS VALUED AT $1,000,000 


The conditions under which Dr. Ludwig Mond’s 
magnificent collection of old Italian masters, formed 
under the advice of the eminent critic, Dr. Richter, are 
left to the National gallery, will soon be made public. 

Two panels by Botticelli, illustrating the life of San 
Zenobia are credited with being the only genuine Botti- 
cellis in an English private gallery. The third panel of 
this series is in the Dresden museum. A tryptich of 
“Christ on the Cross,” by Raphael, is a very early work 
for which Dr. Mond paid a fabulous price after it had 
realized £11,130 at the Earl of Dudley’s sale in 1892. 
The Venetian school is well represented, Gentile Bellini 
by a “Virgin and Child,” and Giovanni Bellini by a 
“Madonna.” Both are from the Eastlake collection. 

The value of the collection is estimated at $1,000,000. 
—Washington (D. C.) Post. 

Cement Houses 1n Lost Mexican City. Town De- 
SERTED IN 1450 Is BEING UNCOVERED BY 
ARCHAEOLOGISTS 

One of the most important discoveries which has been 
made in many years is the recent unearthing by Prof. 
Ramon Mena, the archaeologist of Mexico, of the 
ancient Texococan city of Otumba, which is located 
about five miles from the present city of Otumba and 
about 15 miles from San Juan in Teotihuacan. 

The city flourished during the reign of Netzahualtco- 
yoti, King of Texcoco, in the middle of the fifteenth cen- 
tury, or somewhere near 1450 A. D., before the advent 
of Cortes. 

Professor Mena believes that Otumba will rank with 
Teotihuacan in importance to the archaeological world, 
as it is even larger in extent than that city, and presents 
almost analogical characteristics in the building scheme 
—the pyramid, teocali, etc. 

Professor Mena discovered, in the investigations 





which have thus far been made, a pyramid 80 feet high 
and about 650 feet in circumference. This is almost as 
large as the Pyramid of the Moon, in Teotihuacan, and 
is of the same general form. 

Two houses were unearthed the first of which is of 
stone, with the stone walls, or what is left of them, 
about six feet in height. The other house, probably the 
resident of some priest of very high rank, was of 
cement; floors of cement and walls of cement, the lat- 
ter being frescoed in red and blue—the whole being in 
a perfect state of preservation. This house contains 
three rooms and a cellar. The cellar also contains 
several rooms, all with floors of cement. 

Near this house was discovered a “teocali,” or temple, 
with the platform and walls still preserved. One wall 
was something over two meters thick, which denotes 
the strength with which the Texcocans and Aztecs of a 
civilization which antedates any other in America by 
several generations, used to build their public edifices. 
The,bases, upon which evidently reposed four columns, 
were also discovered in a good state of preservation on 
the teocali—Baltimore News. 


BUILDING OPERATIONS DuRING DECEMBER, 1909 

Building operations during December in the principal 
cities of the country were far ahead of the correspond- 
ing month a year ago. Permits were taken out in 51 
cities according to official reports to Construction News 
for the erection of 7,749 buildings, involving a total ex- 
penditure of $43,262,163, against 7,839 buildings, costing 
$37,085,146 for December, 1908, a decrease of 90 build- 
ings and an increase of $6,177,017 or 16 per cent over 
the same month a year ago. 

About half of the cities show increases. The principal 
cities of the country make a very good showing. New 
York, borough of Manhattan, with an increase of 54 
per cent, Brooklyn 57, Chicago 27, Pittsburgh 16, New- 
ark with an increase of 62 buildings, Cedar Rapids, 
Iowa, 344; Atlanta, Ga., 246; Des Moines, 1,112; 
Memphis, 51; Grand Rapids, 164; Worcester, 36; Nor- 
folk, 86; Richmond, 33; Dallas, 14; Chattanooga, 102; 
Terre Haute, 142; Sacramento, 232. It will be seen that 
the large increases are in the smaller cities. Surprising as 
it may seem, Philadelphia has a decrease of 8 per cent, 
Seattle 31, St. Louis 36, Baltimore 12, St. Paul 36, Den- 
ver 51, Buffalo 24, Kansas City 52, Salt Lake 425, Oak- 
land, 41, Spokane 58, Birmingham 16, Omaha 68, To- 
ledo 51, Louisville 38, Mobile 15, Topeka 60, St. Joseph 
89, Davenport 78, and Houston 63 per cent.—Chicago 
Tribune. 


Must THE AMERICAN City BE UGLy? 


“Our cities are now largely in the mob state,” writes 
Arnold W. Brunner,:in the issue of Harper's Weekly 
for January 15. “Happily the demands of commerce 
and civic beauty are not antagonistic; as a matter of 
fact the contrary is true. Civic art pays and pays well, 
not alone by making healthier, happier, and better citi- 
zens, but in dollars and cents. It is the fear of expense 
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that has to a great extent prevented our cities from 
adopting plans for their improvement. In America 
we have been so careful of the individual that the com- 
munity has been allowed to’ suffer, and the conservation 
and jealous care of private interests has been carried 
to such a point that the most necessary improvements 
are delayed or entirely defeated. However, we do not 
despair for our future. The love of beauty is growing 
rapidly, and while it was once thought to be the pre- 
rogative of the rich, it is now understood to be the right 
of every citizen. Art for people must be better than art 
by the people. I believe that it is incumbent upon the 
State to take the lead and provide examples for the in- 
dividual to follow.”

BuILpINGs Express THE LIFE oF TowNs 


Contrasting the natural beauty with the cheap ugli- 
ness of our commercially-built modern towns and 
suburbs, Raymond Unwin, an English architect, urges 
that, as the planning and building of a town must, by 
the very nature of things, be a more or less complete 
expression of its life, such expression should first of 
all be sincere and direct. 

He holds as an example that it would be impossible 
to reproduce and most unwise to attempt to copy the 
kind of picturesqueness which resulted from the natural 
and apparently unconscious growth of the medizval 
towns, or the formal magnificence of the great cities of 
the ancient civilization, but the principles upon which 
the ancient builders worked are undying, and from them 
may be developed new forms of beauty that express 
quite as spontaneously the conditions of our modern life. 

“This beauty must come when we realize that it is 
a part of life and that all sincere living inevitably finds 
such expression of itself, but its coming may be has- 
tened by the acknowledgment of our lack of the quality 
that produces it, and by honest efforts to build as well 
as we may according to our present needs.” 

Mr. Unwin holds, therefore, that the designer’s first 
and most important duty is to study his town, his site, 
the people and their requirements, before attempting 
to put his own ideas into effect. And he says: “There 
is no need to fear that such a course will lead to com- 
monplace designs, that it will check the flights of fancy, 
will subordinate the main effect of trivial convenience. 
In this work we cannot rightly say that the practical 
considerations come before the artistic, or the artistic 
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before the practical; they are interdependent and must 
be worked out together. 

“But there is this difference between them: that the 
practical considerations are often fixed, while the artistic 
expression may take varying form. Drainage will not 
run uphill to suit the prettiest plan; nor will people, to 
please the most imperious designs, go where they do 
not want to go, or abstain from going where they must 
needs go, and from taking generally the shortest route 
to get there. Lines of drainage and of traffic may in- 
deed be modified, but only within fairly narrow limits, 
and the planner who pits the form of his plan against 
the forces which define these limits will but wreck his 
scheme.” —Exchange. 


Municipat Art COMMISSION FOR BuFFALO, N. Y. 


A proposed bill to create a municipal art commission 
to regulate the beautification of Buffalo was discussed 
at a meeting of the civic improvement committee of the 
Chamber of Commerce. 

As it now stands, the bill provides for a commission 
of eleven, to be composed of the Mayor, the Commis- 
sioner of Public Works, the president of the Board of 
Councilmen, the president of the Board of Aldermen, 
the president of the Park Board and six citizens to be 
appointed by the Mayor. Of these six, two shall be 
architects, one a civil engineer, one a professional sculp- 
tor and two non-professional men. The latter are to 
serve for terms of two, four and six years; the pro- 
fessionals are to be chosen from the list of the Buffalo 
Acamemy of Fine Arts and to have six-year terms.

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Professor Hamlin has been occupying his half year 
leave of absence from his duties at Columbia in foreign 
travel with his family and in doing some important 
work. Sailing last June, at the close of the term, he 
expects to return for the beginning of the February 
term. His principal task has been the study of the fu- 
ture general plan and buildings of Robert College in 
Constantinople, of which his father, Dr. Cyrus Hamlin, 
was the virtual founder and first head, Mr. Robert of 
New York giving the funds. Professor Hamlin was 
born and passed his youth in Constantinople. The Col- 
lege has played a very important part in the shaping 
of Turkish thought and in preparing the way for the 
enlightened reforms of recent times, and it is desirous 
of enlarging its borders and providing itself with a 
properly articulated architectural plan, especially in view 
of the considerable bequest of the late Mr. John S. 
Kennedy. 

In addition to the preparation of such a scheme, the 
perfecting of which will be a work of time, Professor 
Hamlin will give a number of lectures on professional 
subjects in Paris, London and other English cities, and 
will do considerable traveling, thus enjoying a well- 
earned rest, the first intermission of school duties which 
has come to him. 

A series of talks by graduates to the students of the 
School of Architecture during the second term, has 
been arranged by a committee of the Society in con- 
ference with the executive head, as follows: 1. Lloyd 
Warren, March 1, 1910, subject: “Interior Decoration 
in France in the Eighteenth Century.”

TILES 

Aside from its decorative possibilities, tile presents 
other and perhaps more essential qualities that recom- 
mend their use in the modern house. These qualities 
may be summed up in the order of their importance, 
as follows: Sanitary, durable, decorative and low cost. 

The first, and most important, the sanitary character 
of tile, would warrant their extensive use, as its non- 
porous quality makes it an invaluable covering for both 
floors and walk. 

The use of tile offers the architect many opportunities 
to introduce features of decorative treatment that give 
the added touch of color and the sense of cleanliness 
so very desirable. 

While the history of tile, like that of brick, dates 
from the earliest civilization, the possibilities to be 
achieved in its manufacture have now become realized, 
and what was one considered a lost art in tile making 
has been regained and the modern tile is an artistic 
achievement that entitles it to be placed in the most 
expensive buildings. 

To learn what has been accomplished in the making 
of tile for specific uses, the architect should send to 
the Associated Tile Manufacturers, Beaver Falls, Pa., 
for the series of artistically prepared pamphlets re- 
cently issued.

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CURRENT NEWS 


THe Los ANGELES ARCHITECTURAL CLUB 


The Los Angeles Architectural Club has just closed 
a most successful exhibition of architectural work. 

Judged by attendance, it may be stated that the laity 
on the coast have a great appreciation and interest in 
the work of the architect and what it means in the up- 
building of the country. We are advised that during 
the two weeks of this exhibition it was visited by 24,250 
people, and that these figures are the result of an actual 
count and not estimated. 

The closing of this successful showing of the archi- 
tects’ work was marked by a banquet which was largely 
attended. The occasion was marked by much good fel- 
lowship and unselfish appreciation of the great results 
that have been accomplished at Los Angeles, towards 
making this interesting city the architectural success 
it is. 

A. F. Rosenheim, president of the local club and of 
the Architectural Club of the Pacific Coast, was toast- 
master. Before introducing other speakers, he talked 
enthusiastically of the benefits the exhibit had supplied 
to the city at large and to architects and draftsmen. 

Visiting speakers included C. J. McDonald, of Kan- 
sas City; W. C. Kingston, of Portland; J. C. Allison, 
of Pittsburgh; Frank Baxter, of Detroit, and Douglas 
Perkins, of Cleveland, who all expressed their admira- 
tion for a city that found the creators of all her majestic 
buildings within her own limits. Local architects who 
spoke were Octavius Morgan, J. C. Austin, A. R. Kelly, 
Elmer Gray and A. R. Walker. 

Entertainment was furnished by a male quartet and 
an orchestra. 

At the close of the program, M. A. Vinson, manager 
of the exhibit, was presented with a silver set by the 
local architects. 


RESTORATION EXTRAORDINARY 

After seven years’ work, the Campanile of St. 
Mark’s, Venice, is now nearing completion, the shaft be- 
ing finished, and the separate parts of the belfry being 
ready for placing in position. Excellent progress is 
aiso being made with the exceedingly delicate labor oi 
reconstructing the Loggia di Sansovino. This, it will 
be remembered, was shattered to fragments. If such a 
thing had happened in this country, the débris would 
probably by this time have been used up as aggregate 
for concrete; but in matters of art, at all events, the 
Italians are a patient and a pious race. The “rubbish” 
was all carefully taken to the Doge’s Palace, where the 
larger pieces were photographed with a view to rein- 
statement. The shattered statues by Sansovino—Min- 
erva, Apollo, Mercury and Peace—the bronze gate by 
Antonio Gai, and Sansovino’s gilded terra-cotta group 
of the Madonna and Child, and his statue of St. John, 
have been marvellously restored. The group was 
broken into 1,600 pieces, and these have been put to- 
gether by Pietro Zei, of the Archeological Museum of 


Florence, whose skill in piecing together had been al- 
ready attested by his restoration of the famous Francoi 
vase. But, alas; even his sublime patience is unequal to 
the restoration of the head of St. John, which, with 
the shoulders, hips and part of one of the arms, had 
been reduced to absolute powder. Perhaps it is all well 
worth while ; but we feel sure that in this country such 
a task would never have been undertaken. But then 
we have here no Sansovino and no Pietro Zei.—Builders’ 
Journal. 


BOOK NOTES 


ARCHITECTURAL LEAGUE OF NEW YorK, YEAR Book 
AND CATALOGUE OF THE TWENTyY-FIrTH ANNUAL 
Exurpition. Full cloth, 148 pp., size 8% by 10% 
inches. Published by the Architectural League, 215 
West Fifty-seventh Street, New York. Prite, 75 
cents. 

As a record of architectural progress during the past 
year, we feel that the present volume does not perhaps 
meet requirements as fully as some previous issues. 
Its pages this year are alloted largely to the work of 
the arts allied to architecture, a fact probably accounted 
for by the special character of the exhibition it is de- 
signed to illustrate. 

Its illustrations and technical excellence are, however, 
fully up to previous issues, and it will be desirable for 
architects to include it in their season’s purchase of 


books. 


Tue NationaL GALLERY OF Art—Bulletin 70, Smith- 
sonian Institution, Washington. 

It is a curious phase of the art history of America 
that for a period of more than half a century—to be 
exact, sixty-three years—the fact that a National Gal- 
lery of Art had been formally established by act of 
Congress, should have been ignored and no steps taken 
to add to it or suitably house the collection already 
formed. 

In an obscure part of the Smithsonian Institution, 
whatever of an art collection might be worthy of the 
name, had for all the years lain unnoticed and neglected. 
It was not until public-spirited men like Charles L. 
Freer, of Detroit, and William T. Evans, of New York, 
aroused enthusiasm and drew attention by gifts to the 
Government of entire collections of pictures, to the ex- 
istence of this national gallery of art. It is to be hoped 
that Congress will soon appropriate the necessary funds 
for a building to house these important pictures and 
sculptures and that we may soon have a collection that 
Americans can refer to without apologies for our ar- 
tistic shortcomings. 

To show how dignified in character and how truly 
representative is the present collection, the Smithsonian 
Institution has issued Bulletin 70, entitled, The Na- 
tional Gallery of Art, Museum of Fine Arts. This 
work has been prepared by Mr. Richard Rathbun, who 
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is assistant secretary of the institute and in charge of 
the United States National Museum. 

The book is a cloth-bound volume of 140 pages, 6 by 
9 inches, and is printed on deckle-edge paper. It is pro- 
fusely illustrated with reproductions of the new and 
more important canvasses already acquired, and will 
be found an interesting and instructive volume.

History oF SAniTaTion. By J. J. Cosgrove. Full 
cloth ; illustrated ; size 514x8%4 inches; 124 pp.; price 
$3.00. Published by the Standard Sanitary Mfg. Co., 
Pittsburg, Pa. 

Mr. Cosgrove needs no introduction to readers fa- 
miliar with the subject of sanitation. His many works 
on this subject have made him known as an authority. 

His present volume treats of sanitation from the ear- 
liest days to the present time. This subject, usually an 
ultra technical one, is robbed of its uninteresting char- 
acter by reason of the practical and thorough way in 
which it is discussed, and might readily find a place not 
only in the architect’s library, but on his study table at 
home. 

However careful the sanitary engineer may be to sur- 
round us with the most approved conditions, they may 
be very often negatived by ignorance of even the sim- 
plest principles that control the general health. 

We regard the publication of a work of this charac- 
ter as along the lines of public benefactions. Both Mr. 
Cosgrove and the Standard Sanitary Mfg. Co. are to 
be commended for inaugurating a campaign of educa- 
tion through the publication of this and similar books. 


STANDARD STEEL SASH 


Manufacturers who have realized the necessity of 
standardizing as far as possible the articles of their 
manufacture, have relieved the architect to a consider- 
able degree of many of the burdens that beset planning 
and specifications. Particularly is this true in the de- 
signing of commercial structures. In these the require- 
ments of light and ventilation, which are perhaps more 
insistent than any others, necessitate the largest possible 
window openings consistent with strength of sash and 
its manipulation. 

In the earlier forms of the wooden sash, the muntins 
necessary to impart the required structural strength 
obstructed a large proportion of light, and in a measure 
defeated the purpose they were intended to serve. 

The advent of the steel sash, with its narrow muntins, 
overcame this, but it is only of recent years that by 
reason of the inventive skill of manufacturers these steel 
sash could be procured of the necessary strength and 
size to make them available in large buildings. 

The Trussed Concrete Steel Co., of Detroit, Mich., 
some time since set themselves the task of solving 
these important constructive features, and it would 
seem that with a list of standard sizes, warranted to 
stand every test of actual use, they have been successful 
in their efforts. 

As the features which mark these steel sash and the 
tonstruction of the various members are difficult to de- 
scribe’ in words, we illustrate herewith the different 
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sections, the location of which can be learned from the 
larger cut of a standard sash. As will be noted, the 
angles of these sections facilitate the passage of light

THE AMERICAN ACADEMY IN ROME 


The American Academy in Rome announces compe- 
- titions for the prizes of Rome in architecture, subject to 
the following conditions: 


REGULATIONS FOR THE COMPETITION IN ARCHITECTURE 

First. The competition is open to citizens of the 
United States. 

Second. Applicants for admission to the competition 
are required to be, first, graduates of one of the 
architectural schools in the subjoined list or, second, 
graduates of a college of high standing who hold cer- 
tificates of at least two years’ study in one of the follow- 
ing architectural schools: Harvard University, Colum- 
bia University, Massachusetts Institute of Technology, 
University of Pennsylvania, George Washington Uni- 
versity at Washington, Cornell University, University 
of California, Washington University, St. Louis, Uni- 
versity of Illinois, Champaign, Illinois, Syracuse Uni- 
versity, University of Michigan, Carnegie Technical 
Schools, Pittsburgh, or, (3) Americans who are pupils 
of the first class of the School of Fine Arts at Paris, 
and whe have obtained at least three values in that 
class; or (4) Such candidates as shall be nominated by 
the committee on the recommendation of practising 
architects in good standing, who can certify to their 
attainments. 

Third. Persons wishing to take part in the competi- 
tion must make written application to the Secretary of 
the Academy, Francis D. Millet, 6 East 23d street, New 
York City, not later than April 15, 1910. This applica- 
tion must include a concise statement of the course of 
study which the applicants have pursued. All appli- 
cants in architecture whose credentials are found satis- 
factory are admitted to the preliminary competition. 

Fourth. The preliminary competition may be under- 
taken in any of the above-named schools, but the com- 
petitor must state in his application the school in which 
he wishes to work. Competitors are required to make 
a sketch for a work of architecture within a period of 
fourteen consecutive hours upon a program uniform for 
all. The sketch must be finished in ink, and the com- 
petitor is required to preserve a tracing of it for his 
own use. 

Fifth. The committee selects, by examination of the 
work executed in the preliminary competition, not 
more than four competitors for the final competition, 
which is held without delay after this selection is made. 

Sixth. Those admitted to the final competition are re- 
quired to make a set of drawings in color, which must 
be accompanied by a memorandum explanatory of the 
solution of the problem. The design must conform to 
the sketch submitted in the preliminary competition, 
and must be entirely the work of the competitor. The 
competitor may, however, have assistance in drawing 
or rendering repeated motifs, one of which he has 
himself fully completed, but no drawings or tracings 
may be taken into workroom, unless at a different scale 
from the final drawings and upon a different kind of 


paper. Any advice or assistance from other persons 
renders the competitor liable to dismissal from the com- 
petition. The drawings must be executed in six weeks 
from the date of the opening of the final competition, 
ai a specified place, under the supervision of the secre- 
tary of the committee, or some other accredited repre- 
sentative of the Board of Trustees, in whose custody 
the works remain until they are examined by the com- 
mittee and the successful competitor selected. 

Seventh. The works executed in competition are 
placed on public exhibition during the period of one 
week immediately following the award. 

Eighth. The successful competitor is required to pre- 
sent himself at the Academy in Rome on the first day 
of October following the competition. The Board of 
Trustees will provide him with a certificate qualifying 
him to become a student in the Academy. 

Ninth. The three unsuccessful candidates in the finai 
competition will receive each the sum of one hundred 
(100) dollars. 


NETS FOR SKYSCRAPERS 
MINNESOTA LABOR COMMISSIONER PROPOSES PROTEC- 
TION FOR WORKMEN 


Wire nets similar to those used by high-wire acrobats 
is what State Labor Commissioner W. E. McEwen of 
Minnesota proposes to compel builders of skyscrapers 
to use to catch falling workmen and save them from be- 
ing mangled by falling a dozen stories to the ground. 

McEwen had advocated putting in temporary floors 
to prevent accidents when high steel-frame buildings are 
being erected. The item of cost is very large and con- 
tractors are not all willing to comply with his sugges- 
tion. McEwen saw the wire nets in use in Toronto, 
where he attended the meeting of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor. A timber frame was put up at each 
opening and wire netting stretched over each. The net- 
ting used was similar to chicken fence, only stronger, 
and he considered it safer than plank flooring, as work- 
men falling 10 or 20 feet on the netting would bounce 
up unhurt. Mr. McEwen believes that he can require 
contractors to put in this kind of protection under the 
general safety appliance sections of the labor laws.— 
Boston Herald.

Brookiyn, N. Y., Cuapter, A. I. A. 


The annual dinner of the Brooklyn Chapter, A. 1. A., 
was held on the evening of February 28, at the Hamil- 
ton Club. 

The evening was a very stormy one, but, in spite of 
the inclement weather a large number of the Chapter 
members and their invited guests assembled. The 
main topic discussed at this dinner was that of civic 
improvement with special reference to the plan sub- 
mitted by a committee of the Chapter for a civic cen- 
ter in which is incorporated a bridge approach at 
Brooklyn. This plan received the endorsement of every 
one present. The members received with many evidences 
of approval the remarks of Park Commissioner Stover, 
who characterized the plan submitted as the only proper 
and logical one, and one that was the best solution of 
the complex problems submitted. 

Much has been suggested by different local organiza- 
tions of the Institute for civic betterments. These 
suggestions are the result of study and hard work on 
the part of the profession and represent valuable time. 
Unfortunately, these matters have in many instances 
progressed no further along towards practical adapta- 
tion, and owing to apathy and in some cases political ex- 
pediency have been allowed to lapse into the realm of 
forgotten things, 

In the present instance, however, the representative 
character of the body making the suggestion, the very 
practical nature of it, and the timeliness—before the 
cost of its accomplishment makes it prohibitive—leads 
to the belief that this valuable suggestion of the Chap- 
ter may become a reality and that Brooklyn will reap 
the benefit of a civic center and bridge approach that 
will command universal approval. 

President Carrel and his associates in the Chapter 
have placed the matter squarely before the authorities, 
and with their endorsement and the general approval 
that has been given the plan, we look for its early 
start on the road to realization. 

In addition to the remarks of Mr. Stover, above re 
ferred to, speeches were made by Mr. Irving K. Pond, 
president of the Institute; C. Grant La Forge, J. S. 
Barney, President Atkinson and Commissioner Bassett. 

Like the annual dinners that have preceded it, this 
cinner of the Brooklyn Chapter was a social success, 
and served to accent the value of gatherings of this 
nature, and to promote that fraternal spirit without 
which an organization of artists cannot hope to prosper. 


Tue T-Souare Ciup, PHILADELPHIA 


The Sixteenth Annual Architectural Exhibition of the 
T-Square Club, Philadelphia, Pa., will be from April 
9 to May 8, both inclusive. 

Following is in part a copy of a circular issued by the 
T-Square Club, outlining the plan of the exhibition: 

The T-Square Club of Philadelphia, although fully appre 
ciating the beneficial effect upon architects of frequent ex 
change of ideas, such as architectural exhibitions afford, feel 
that for this season their exhibition should be made of greater 
interest and benefit to the general public. Hitherto, it has been 
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the custom, in arranging architectural exhibitions, to include 
a large amount of material in which the laity had little or no 
interest, although it was, undoubtedly, of value in professional 
eyes. The coming exhibition will, instead, be one of domestic 
architecture only, as there are but few people to whom the 
subject of houses does not make a very potent appeal, this 
being perhaps especially true of country and suburban homes. 

Our aim is to have the exhibition thoroughly representative 
of the best in American domestic architecture, and, to make a 
success of our project, the hearty co-operation of architects 
who have made a special study of the various problems in- 
volved is, of course, essential. In order that we may be as- 
sured of your interest and assistance, we trust that Our idea 
may impress you favorably. 

In connection with the exhibition, a year book and catalogue 
will be issued, in the form of an illustrated book on domestic 
architecture, the scope of which will be by no means limited, 
as our intention is to represent as far as possible each section 
of the United States.

At the annual meeting of the American Group of the 
Société des Architects Diplomes par le Gouvernement

The American Group of the Société des Architectes 
Diplomes par le Gouvernement decided at its annual 
meeting to hold during the coming year an international 
exhibition of architectural drawings, representative of 
the modern work being done abroad and in the United 
States. It was thought that an exhibition of this kind 
would be of interest to the profession and the public 
in general. 

A committee was likewise appointed to take up the 
matter of competitions, constituting itself a “Bureau of 
Competitions.” Its purpose was to co-operate with the 
American Institute of Architects, and particularly to 
take cognizance of the competitions being held abroad. 

A delegate to the parent society was elected with in- 
structions to acquaint the latter with the architectural 
movement in this country, and to keep in touch with the 
general trend of art matters abroad. 

It was decided to continue the meetings of the Group 
in the form of monthly luncheons as heretofore. 


ARCHITECTURAL CLUB EXHIBITION 


The Seattle Architectural Club is planning to hold 
the exhibition of the Architectural League of the Pacific 
Coast in Seattle April 16-30. 

The gallery of the Washington State Art Association 
in the Public Library Building and a good portion of 
the second floor of the library itself will be used to 
house the large collection ef drawings. These represent 
the work of over seventy-five architects in the Eastern 
and Pacific Coast cities. Of course, the largest part 
of the exhibition will be the work of the local offices. 

This is the third of the four annual exhibitions 
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planned by the league. The first was held in San Fran- 
cisco in October, the second in Los Angeles the end of 
January, and the fourth will be in Portland early in 
June.

Low Sipe WINDows IN CHURCHES 

We have received a very interesting paper on the 
much-vexed archeological question of the object of 
what are called “low side windows” (though they are 
not in all cases low) in medieval churches, read before 
the Northamptonshire Architectural Society by Mr. 
Christopher A. Markham, F.S.A., Honorary Secretary 
to the society. The paper deals especially with numer- 
ous examples in Northamptonshire, of which illustra- 
tions are given. Mr. Markham goes through all the 
suggestions, fourteen in number, which have been made 
and upheld as to the intent and purpose of these open- 
ings, and we agree with him in regarding the majority 
of them, at all events, as untenable and not explaining 
the facts. He upholds the explanation numbered third 
on his list, that they were for the hearing of confession 
from persons who, for some reason of church discipline, 
were not allowed within the church. This is a reason- 
able explanation for which a good deal might be said; 
but it does not explain the large number of cases in 
which the jambs of the windows are planned to afford 
a view in one special direction. From the Northamp- 
tonshire examples, it may seem that this is less often 
the case in that county than elsewhere; but there are 
many cases in which the placing and planning of these 
windows has obviously some relation to a sight-line in a 
special direction, and the confessional theory would 
not account for this. The author condemns restoring 
architects for glazing these openings, which were orig- 
inally closed only by a shutter, and thereby destroying 
their character ; but where a church is in use for modern 
worship this could hardly be avoided. Medizval con- 
gregations may have been indifferent to draughts ; mod- 
ern congregations are more sensitive—The Builder.

BOOK NOTES 


THe Furniture Stytes, by Herbert E. Binstead, with 
Chapters on Modern Mission and Craftsman Furni- 
ture, by J. Newton Nind and Gustav Stickley. 210 
pp., 6 by 9% inches; full cloth; illustrated. Price, 
$2.00. Chicago: Trade Periodical Co. 

Most of us have a general idea of style in furniture, 
in so far that they can name its nationality, but it is only 
the well informed that can assign a piece to its particular 
period so that when we furnish the house we can secure 
consistency. Yet, as was pointed out by Mr. Lionel 
Moses in his article on the Colonial (Georgian Period), 
AMERICAN ARCHITECT, February 2, 1910, slight differ- 
ences in style are sometimes not incongruous and pres- 
ent a well considered effect. 

To the man who is interested in the history and devel- 
opment of furniture, Mr. Binstead’s book will be a help- 
ful and accurate guide. It is well written, but unfortu- 
nately illustrated from drawings which do not convey 
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as satisfactory an impression as photographs from the 
actual examples. 

Even the casual observer will be impressed with the 
decadence of furniture styles where departure has been 
made from well recognized standards of design. One 
has but to study the chapters under the heads of L’Art 
Nouveau, British New Art and Mission or Craftsman 
furniture to learn what to avoid and to regret that the 
art of furniture making should at any period have lapsed 
into styles so foreign to good construction and artistic 


design. 


CEMENT AND CONCRETE. By Louis Carlton Sabin, B.S., 
C.E. Second edition, revised and enlarged. Full 
cloth; 572 pp.; 5x9 inches, with numerous illustra- 
tions and tables. Price $4.00. New York: McGraw 
Publishing Co. 

In the preface to this book the author states that he 
has attempted to place in one volume a connected story 
of the properties and use of cement. That his efforts 
have been largely successful will be found by even a 
cursory examination. 

So rapid has been the extension of the use of cement, 
so varied has been its application that it may be truth- 
fully stated that it has outstripped its literature. In the 
present instance, this work is a revision and enlarge- 
ment of an earlier edition, and presents facts and tests 
that were unknown or in an experimental stage when 
the first edition was published. 

Cement users generally will find this an important 
addition to their technical library, while the architect 
may include it among his books as a cyclopedic volume 
that will answer many questions arising in his practice. 


CATHEDRAL CITIES OF SPAIN, by W. W. Collins, R. L; 
illustrations by the author. Full cloth, 360 pp., 6% 
by 8% inches. Price, $3.50. New York: Dodd, Mead 
& Co. 

In this book we have one of the few examples where 
an artist is able to set down with his pen as well as with 
his brush the impressions of travel. 

Not only has Mr. Collins a rare gift with water color 
and ability to appreciate the full meaning of his sub- 
ject, but he combines a knowledge of architecture that 
makes his book a valuable addition to the architect's 
library. 

The traveler in Spain, whose days are spent on sunny 
slopes and along the olive tree fringed and dusty roads 
of that delightful country are treasured in his memory, 
will, we believe dwell longest in his reminescences on 
the hours spent at Seville. Perhaps he will have found 
Grenada equally to his liking, while some, sated with 
the wonders that have made these localities stopping 
places for the tourist, prefer the lesser cities of Segovia, 
Santiago, Leon or Orense. 

The author, artist like, has given most of his book 
and his art to Seville and Grenada, although none of the 
less important cathedral churches have been slighted. 

His work has been well done, and his book worth 
reading and studying, either by the reader who desires 
to renew his acquaintance with scenes almost forgotten 
or by one who seeks knowledge of these stateliest of 
the great buildings of Europe. 
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STRENGTH OF MATERIAL: An Elementary Study Pre- 
pared for the Use of Midshipmen at the United States 
Naval Academy. By H. E. Smith, Professor of 
Mathematics, U. S. Navy. Second edition, revised. 
Full cloth, 170 pp., size 5 by 7% inches. Price, $1.25 
net. New York: John Wiley & Sons; London: Chap- 
man & Hall, Ltd. 

Professor Smith by experience and special study is 
well qualified to prepare a work on this important sub- 
ject, and we unhesitatingly recommend it to the student 
as a valuable text book.
